Safety Instructions 


The safety aspeets of AEG eleetrieal applianees eomply with aeeepted 

teehnieal standards and the German Applianee Safety Law. Neverthe¬ 
less, as a manufaeturer we eonsider it our obligation to make you 

aware of the following safety information: 

Installation, Connection and Placing into Operation 

• The dishwasher may only be transported upright. 

• Cheek the dishwasher for transport damage. Do not In any elreum- 
stanees eonneet an applianee that Is damaged. In the ease of damage, 
please eontaet your supplier. 

• Prior to plaeing the applianee In operation, ensure that the nominal 
voltage and type of supply on the rating plate mateh that of the sup¬ 
ply where the applianee Is to be Installed. The fuse rating Is also to be 
found on the rating plate. 

• For Information on how to eorreetly Install and eonneet up your dish¬ 
washer, please read the "Installation" seetlon. Multiway plugs / eon- 
neetors and extension eables must not be used. This eouid eonstitute 
a safety hazard. 

Child Safety 

• Children often do not reeognise the hazards assoelated with the use 
of eleetrieal applianees. It Is therefore Important that you ensure 
ehlldren are adequately supervised and that you do not allow ehll- 
dren to play with the dishwasher - there Is a risk that ehlldren ean 
shut themselves Inside the applianee (risk of suffoeatlon!). 

• Paekaging materials (e.g. films, styrofoam) ean be dangerous for ehll¬ 
dren. Risk of suffoeatlon! Keep paekaging away from ehlldren. 

• Detergents ean eause burns to the eyes, mouth, and throat, or even 
eause ehoklng! Please observe the manufaeturer's safety Instruetlons 
for eleaners and detergents. 

• The water In your dishwasher Is not suitable for drinking. If there are 
still remnants of detergent In the applianee, there Is a risk of burns! 

• When disposing of the dishwasher: unplug from the mains, eut off 
and dispose of the mains eable. Break the door loek so that the door 
no longer shuts. 
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General Safety 

• Repairs to the dishwasher are only to be earried out by qualified serv- 
iee engineers. Improper repairs ean give rise to signifleant hazards for 
the user. If your appllanee needs repairing, please eontaet eustomer 
servlee or your dealer. 

• Never plaee the dishwasher In operation If the mains eable, water 
Inlet or drain hose Is damaged; or the eontrol panel, work top or 
plinth area Is damaged sueh that the Inside of the appllanee Is freely 
aeeessible. 

• If the mains lead Is damaged, or Is to be replaeed for a longer lead, 
the eable (obtainable from AEG eustomer servlee) must be ehanged 
by a servlee engineer authorised by AEG. 

• Never unplug the appllanee by pulling on the eable, always pull the 
plug. 

• Additions or modifleatlons to the dishwasher are not permitted for 
safety reasons. 

• Ensure that the door of the dishwasher Is always elosed when It Is not 
being loaded or unloaded. In this way you will avoid anybody tripping 
over the open door and hurting themselves. 

• Sharp knives and Items of eutlery with sharp edges must be plaeed In 
the eutlery tray or In the upper raek. 

Correct Use 

• Only wash household dishes using the dishwasher. If the appllanee Is 
used for other purposes, or Is used Ineorreetly, the manufaeturer ean- 
not aeeept any liability for any damage eaused. 

• Prior to use, ensure that the manufaeturers of the speelal salt, deter¬ 
gent, and rinse aid employed speelfleally permit the usage of their 
produets In household dishwashers. 

• Do not put any solvents In the dishwasher. There Is a risk of an explo¬ 
sion! 

• The anti-flood system provides dependable proteetlon against dam¬ 
age due to leaks. Eor this system to funetlon eorreetly, the following 
preeonditlons must be met: 

- The appllanee must remain eonneeted to the mains even when It Is 
switehed off. 

- The dishwasher must be eorreetly Installed. 

- Always shut off the water supply at the tap when the dishwasher Is 
not to be used for longer periods, e.g. when you are away on holi¬ 
day. 
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• Do not sit or stand on the open door, the applianee may tip over. 

• In the event of a fault, first elose the tap, then switeh off the appli¬ 
anee and unplug it from the mains. If the applianee is permanently 
wired to the mains: switeh off the fuse(s) or unserew them.

Disposing of the Packaging Material 

Dispose of the dishwasher paekaging material eorreetly. All the paekag- 
ing materials used are harmless to the environment and ean be reey- 
eled. 

• Plastie parts are marked with standard international abbreviations: 

- >PE< for polyethylene, e.g. sheet wrapping material 

- >PS< for polystyrene, e.g. padding material (always CFC-free) 

- >POM< for polyoxymethylene, e.g. plastie elips 

• Cardboard paekaging is manufaetured from reeyeled paper and 
should be deposited in the waste paper eolleetion for reeyeling. 

Disposal of old appliances 

As and when you eease to use your dishwasher, please take it to a reey¬ 
eling eentre or to your dealer who will, for a small eontribution to the 
eosts, dispose of it for you. 
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Economical and Ecological Dishwashing 


• Only connect the dishwasher to the hot water supply If your hot 
water Is not electrically heated. 

• Ensure that the water softener Is correctly adjusted. 

• Do not pre-rinse dishes under running water. 

• If you wash a small load, the load sensor calculates the amount of 
water necessary and shortens the programme. It Is more economical 
to always wash with a full load. 

• Select the wash programme to suit the nature and degree of the soil¬ 
ing on the dishes. 

• Do not use more detergent, special salt or rinse aid than Is recom¬ 
mended In these operating Instructions and by the manufacturer of 
the respective product. 

• The dishwasher's Interior light Is always switched on as long as the 
door of the appliance Is open. To save energy you should therefore 
always close the door of the dishwasher after loading or removing 
dishes.

The control field comprises the cycle programme buttons and their 
LED indicators and the button used to set the start delay. 

Function buttons: In addition to the dishwashing cycle and/or start 
delay selected, the following functions can also be set with the help of 
these buttons:

Activate/deactivate rinse aid inflow 

Function button 3

The multi-display can Indicate:

Control indicators have the following meanings:

The indicators are never illuminated while a dishwashing cycle is run¬ 
ning. 
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Prior to using for the first time 

Prior to using for the first time, remove all the ellps with whieh the dish 
raeks are seeured for transport. Then perform the following steps: 

1. Adjust the water softener 

2 . Fill with Speelal Salt for the Water Softener 

3. Fill with Rinse Aid 

[ i I Speelal salt and rinse aid must not be added If you use 3-ln-1 detergent 
tablets. 


Water softener 

To avoid seale deposits on the dishes and In the dishwasher, the dishes 
must be washed with soft water, I.e. water with a low lime eontent. The 
dishwasher therefore has a bullt-ln water softener. In whieh tap water 
with a hardness of 4°d (German degree) and harder Is softened with the 
aid of speelal salt. 

I j j Your water supplier will be able to Inform you about the hardness and 
hardness range of the water In your area. 

The water softener ean be set manually using the water hardness 
switeh; It ean also be set eleetronleally using the buttons on the eontrol 
panel.

Setting the water softener 

Using the table as a guide, adjust the water softener to that whieh eor- 
responds to the hardness of the water in your area: 

The dishwasher must be switehed off. 

Setting manually: 

1. Open the dishwasher door. 

2 . Remove the lower raek from the 
dishwasher. 

3. Turn the hardness range switeh to 0 
or 1 (see table). 

4. Replaee the lower raek. 

Setting eleetronieally: 

5. Press the ON/OFF button. 

The LED Indleators for all the buttons in the eontrol panel that are now 
able to be seleeted will beeome illuminated. 

If the only LED Indleator Illuminated is one that belongs to a pro- 
— gramme button, this means that this dishwashing eyele has been aeti- 
vated. The dishwashing eyele must be eaneelled: 

Press funetlon buttons 2 and 3 simultaneously for approx. 1 seeond. 
The LED Indleators for all the buttons in the eontrol panel that are now 
able to be seleeted will beeome illuminated. 

G. Press funetion buttons 2 and 3 simultaneously and keep them pressed. 
The LED indleators in funetion buttons 1 to 3 will flash. 

7. Press funetion button 1. 

The LED indleator for funetion button 1 will flash. 

The multi-display will indleate the hardness setting. 

The number of the aeoustie signals heard (only when the aeoustle sig¬ 
nal has been aetivated) also eorresponds to the hardness setting. 

8 . Pressing funetion button 1 inereases the hardness setting by 1. 
(Exeeption: hardness setting 1 follows hardness setting 10). 
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9. When the hardness setting is eorreet, press the ON/OFF switeh. 
The hardness setting is now saved. 


Special salt for the water softener 


If the water hardness in your area is less than 4 °d, then the water in 
your dishwasher does not need to be softened and you do not need to 
use speeial salt or salt substitute. 

Water can be softened in one of two ways: 

• If you are using dishwasher detergent that already eontains salt sub¬ 
stitute, the detergent only is put into the detergent eompartment. 

- In this ease the water softener must manually be set to 0 and 
electronically to 1 to ensure that no speeial salt is added. 

• If you are using dishwasher detergent and speeial salt separately, the 
speeial salt is to be put into the salt supply eontainer. 

- In this ease the water softener must manually be set to 0 and 
electronically to between 2 and 10 (depending on the water 
hardness in your area) to ensure that the speeial salt is taken from 
the detergent eontainer only. 



Use only speeial salt intended for dishwashers. Never fill the salt supply 
eontainer with different types of salt (e.g. eooking salt) or detergent. 
This would destroy the water softener. 

Prior to filling with salt, please eheek eaeh time that you really do have 
a paeket of speeial salt in your hand. 


Setting the amount of special salt to be added 


Some applianees are equipped with an additional 3 in 1 funetion. 

If you use 3-in-1 dishwashing tablets and seleet the 3 in 1 funetion 
together with the dishwashing eyele, the inflow of speeial salt does not 
have to be deaetivated (see "3 in 1 funetion").

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If the water softener is eleetronieally set at "1" for the purpose of using 
detergent that ineludes speeial salt, the speeial salt indieator is deaeti- 
vated. 

Adding special salt 

If you are using dishwasher detergent and speeial salt separately, add 
the speeial salt: 

- Before using the dishwasher for the first time. 

- When the indieator for speeial salt SALT is illuminated on the eontrol 
panel. 



1 . Open the door, remove the lower 
raek. 

2 . Undo the lid on the salt eontainer by 
turning it antieloekwise. 

3. Only when using for the first time: 

fill the salt eontainer with water. 

4. Plaee the funnel supplied on the 
eontainer opening. 

Fill the eontainer with speeial salt 
through the funnel; the eapaeity of 
the eontainer is approx. 1.0-1.5 kg 
depending on the grain size. Do not 
overfill the salt eontainer with speeial 


salt. 


The water expelled by filling the salt eontainer with speeial salt runs 
out of the salt eontainer onto the base of the washing eompartment. 
This is not a eause for eoneern, the water will be pumped out at the 
start of the next wash programme. 

5. Clean any salt remnants on the eontainer opening. 

6. Turn the lid eloekwise to the stop, otherwise speeial salt will leak into 
the wash water, this eould lead to poor wash results. To avoid this run a 
rinse programme after filling the salt eontainer with speeial salt. This 
will wash away salt water and any salt erystals that have been spilt. 

Depending on the size of the salt grains, it ean take several hours for 
the salt to dissolve in the water and for the SALT indieator to extin¬ 
guish. 

The setting of the water softener and thus the eonsumption of salt are 
dependent on the hardness of the loeal water. 
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Rinse aid 


Rinse aid ensures that your dishes gleam and are free from spots, and 
that your glasses are elear. 

Rinse aid can be added in one of two ways: 

• If you are using dishwasher detergent that already eontalns rinse aid, 
the detergent Ineluding the rinse aid Is put Into the detergent eom- 
partment 

- In this ease the dispensing of rinse aid from the supply eontalner 
must be deactivated to avoid a double dosage. 

• If you are using dishwasher detergent and rinse aid separately, the 
rinse aid Is to be put Into the rinse aid supply eontalner. 

- In this ease the dispensing of rinse aid from the supply eontalner 
must be activated. 

- The amount of rinse aid to be dispensed must be set. 



Use only branded rinse aid for dishwashers. Never fill the rinse aid eon¬ 
talner with any another substanee (e.g. eoneentrated vinegar) or dish¬ 
washer eleaning agent. This would damage the appllanee. 


Activating/deactivating the inflow of rinse aid 


Some appllanees are equipped with an additional 3 in 1 funetlon. 

If you use 3-ln-1 dishwashing tablets and seleet the 3 in 1 funetlon 
together with the dishwashing eyele, the Inflow of rinse aid does not 
have to be deaetivated (see "3 in 1 funetlon"). 


1. Press the ON/OFF button. 

The LED Indleators for all the buttons In the eontrol panel that are now 
able to be seleeted will beeome Illuminated. 


If the only LED Indleator Illuminated Is one that belongs to a pro¬ 
gramme button, this means that this dishwashing eyele has been aetl- 
vated.

Press funetlon buttons 2 and 3 simultaneously for approx. 1 seeond. 
The LED Indleators for all the buttons In the eontrol panel that are now 
able to be seleeted will beeome Illuminated. 

2. Press funetlon buttons 2 and 3 simultaneously and keep them pressed. 
The LED Indleators for funetlon buttons 1 to 3 will flash. 

3. Press funetlon button 2.

Adding rinse aid 

If you are using dishwasher detergent and rinse aid separately, add the 
rinse aid: 

- Before using the dishwasher for the first time. 

- When the RINSE AID indicator on the control panel is illuminated. 

The rinse aid compartment is on the inside of the dishwasher door. 

1 . Open the door. 

2 . Press the rinse aid compartment 
release button with your finger. 

3. Fully open the rinse aid compartment 
lid. 
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4. Fill with rinse aid exactly up to the 
level marked "max"; this corresponds 
to a quantity of approx. 140 ml. 

5. Close the lid and press until It locks 
into place. 

6. Wipe up any split rinse aid with a 
cloth. Otherwise too much foam will 
be formed during the wash. 



Adjusting Rinse Aid Dosing 

As the dishes are washed rinse aid is released from the dispenser into 
— the wash water. The dose is factory set at 4, and can be adjusted from 
1 to 6. Only change the setting if streaks, milky spots or dried on water 
marks are visible on glasses or crockery. 

1 . Open the door of the dishwasher. 

2 . Press the rinse aid compartment 
release button with your finger. 

3. Fully open the rinse aid compartment 
lid. 

4. Set the dose level. 

5. Close the lid and press until It locks 
into place. 

G. If rinse aid has run out, wipe up with 
a cloth. 
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Activating/deactivating the acoustic signal 

The acoustic signal can indicate acoustically: 

- at which water hardness the water softener Is set. 

- when a dishwashing cycle has finished. 

- when an error has occurred with the dishwasher. 

You can switch on/off the acoustic signal In the following way: 

1 . Press the ON/OFF button. 

The LED Indicators for all the buttons In the control panel that are now 
able to be selected will become Illuminated.

• Load cutlery and dishes Into the dishwasher 

• Elll with dishwasher detergent 

• Select a wash programme suitable for the cutlery and dishes

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Loading cutlery and dishes 


Sponges, household eloths and any objeet that ean absorb water may 
not be washed in the dishwasher. 


For washing in the dishwasher the following eutlery/dishes 


are not suitable: 


are of limited suitability: 


• Cutlery with wooden, horn, 
china or mother of pearl handles 

• Plastic items that are not heat 
resistant 

• Older cutlery with cement that is 
not temperature resistant 

• Bonded cutlery items or dishes 

• Pewter or copper items 

• Lead crystal glass 

• Steel items subject to rusting 

• Wooden platters 

• Items made from synthetic fibres 


• Only wash stoneware In the dishwasher if it 
is specifically marked as being dishwasher- 
safe by the manufacturer. 

• Glazed patterns may fade if machine 
washed frequently. 

• Silver and aluminium parts have a tendency 
to discolour during washing. Left-overs, e.g. 
egg white, egg yolk and mustard often 
cause discolouring and staining on silver. 
Therefore always clean left-overs from silver 
Immediately, if it is not to be washed 
straight after use. 

• Some types of glass can become dull after a 
large number of washes. 


• Before loading the dishes, you should: 

- Remove large left-overs. 

- Soften remnants of burnt food In pans. 

• When loading the dishes and eutlery, please note: 

- Dishes and eutlery must not Impede the rotation of the spray arms. 

- Load hollow Items sueh as eups, glasses, pans, ete. with the opening 
downwards so that water eannot eolleet In the eontalner or a deep 
base. 

- Dishes and Items of eutlery must not lie Inside one another, or 
eover eaeh other 

- To avoid damage to glasses, they must not toueh 

- Do not lay small objeets (e.g. lids) In the eutlery raek 
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Loading Cutlery 





Long, pointed items of eutlery are a hazard if placed in the cutlery 
basket, particularly to children (see Safety Instructions). They should 
therefore be placed in the upper rack. 


Place knives, small spoons and small 
forks In the cutlery tray. 



Place forks and spoons that do not 
fit In the cutlery tray In the cutlery 
basket. 

To ensure that all items of cutlery In 
the cutlery basket are properly 
washed, you should 

1 . place the grid insert on the cutlery 
rack 

2. place forks and spoons In the grid 
insert on the cutlery basket with the 
handle downwards. 

3. For larger items of cutlery, e.g. a 
whisk, half of the top for the cutlery 
basket can be left off. 
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On some models of dishwasher 

it is possible to open the cutlery 
basket. 

/|\ To ensure that the cutlery basket 
^ eannot open on removal from the 
appllanee, you should always hold 
both parts of the two part handle 

1. Plaee the eutlery basket on a table 
or work surfaee 

2 . open the two part handle 

3. remove eutlery 

4. elose the two part handle. 



Loading Pans, Frying Pans and Large Plates 


Load large and heavily soiled dishes 
in the lower raek (Plates up to 29em 
in diameter). 



Your dishwasher has one of the following two types of lower raek: 


Type 1: The right-hand plate 
inserts in the lower raek ean be 
folded aeross one another 

To ease the loading of large Items, 
the two right-hand plate Inserts in 
the lower raek ean be folded aeross 
one another.

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Loading Cups, Glasses and 
Coffee Serviees 

Load small, delicate Items and long 
pointed cutlery In the upper rack. 



• Arrange Items of crockery on the 
folding cups racks so that they are 
offset from each other and water 
can reach all items. 

• The cup racks can be folded up out 
of the way for tall items. 

• Lay or hang wine, champagne, and 
brandy glasses In the cut outs on 
the cup racks. 

• Glasses, beakers, etc. can also be 
placed on the two rows of prongs 
on the left of the upper rack.

Lowering the Upper Basket:

Filling with Detergent 



Only use dishwasher detergent

1. Before using these produets you should first eheek that the water hard¬ 
ness In your supply Is eompatible with the use of these produets as per 
the detergent manufaeturers Instruetlons (on the produet paekaging). 

2 . These produets should be strletly used aeeording to the detergent man¬ 
ufaeturers Instruetlons. 



Do not place the tablets in the tub or the cutlery basket as this will 
result in poorer wash results. The tablets should be placed in the 
detergent doser. 


3. If you encounter problems when using "3 Ini" products for the first 
time then please contact the detergent manufacturers care line (the 
telephone number Is given on the product packaging). 


Special Advice 

When using combination products, the rinse-ald and salt lights are no 
longer useful. It may be helpful therefore to switch the rinse aid off - 
please note that only some dishwashers have this facility - and select¬ 
ing the lowest possible setting for water hardness. 

For more Information please refer to your Instruction manual. 

If you decide to switch to the use of a standard detergent system we 
advise that you: 

• Refill both the salt and rinse aid compartments. 

• Switch the waterhardness setting to the highest possible position 
and run for three normal cycles without a load. 

• Readjust the waterhardness setting again according to the conditions 
for your region (as per the Instruction manual).

Concentrated Detergent 

Based on their ehemieal eomposition, dishwasher detergents ean be 
split into two basie types: 

- conventional, alkaline detergents with caustic components 

- low alkaline concentrated detergents with natural enzymes. 



The use of 50 °C wash programmes In conjunction with concentrated 
detergents reduces pollution and Is good for your dishes; these wash 
programmes are specially matched to the dirt-dlssolving properties of 
the enzymes In the concentrated detergent For this reason 50 °C wash 
programmes In which concentrated detergents are used can achieve 
the same results that can otherwise only be achieved using 65 °C pro¬ 
grammes. 


Detergent tablets 


j I Detergent tablets of different makes dissolve at different speeds. For 
— this reason some detergent tablets cannot develop their full cleaning 
power during short programmes. Therefore please use wash pro¬ 
grammes with pre wash when using detergent tablets. 


Automatic Wash Programmes 

During the AUTOMATIC programmes the amount of soiling on the 
dishes Is determined by how cloudy the water Is. 

If the appliance Is partially loaded and the dishes lightly soiled, the "pre 
wash", "main wash" and "rinsing" elements of the programme are 
shorter and the water consumption level Is lower. 

If the appliance Is fully loaded and the dishes heavily soiled, the "pre 
wash", "main wash" and "rinsing" elements of the programme are 
longer and the water consumption level Is higher. 

For this reason the programme duration, water and energy consump¬ 
tion levels can vary within the stated range for AUTOMATIC pro¬ 
grammes (see Programme Table). 

In this way, the dishes are always optimally washed while water and 
electricity consumption are kept low. 

During AUTOMATIC programmes the temperature of the wash water Is 
also automatically adjusted to between 50 °C and 65 °C depending on 
the amount of soiling on the dishes.

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Starting a dishwashing cycle 

1 . Check that dishes and cutlery are arranged in the dishwasher so that 
the spray arms can turn freely. 

2. Turn the water tap on fully. 

3. Press the ON/OFF button. 

The LED Indicators of all the buttons on the control panel that can now 
be selected light up. 

4. Press the programme button for the required cycle (see "Cycle table"). 
The programme Indicator comes on. 

The remaining time expected for the cycle will be shown In the multi- 
display. 

I j j This remaining time may be adjusted according to the size of the load, 
degree of soiling, etc. 

5. Close the dishwasher door. 

The dishwasher cycle starts. 

A light signal In the form of a dot appears at floor level. 

I j j If the dishwasher Is built In at high level with flush fitting cupboard 
doors, the light signal cannot be seen. 

I j j The dot shaped light signal is not dangerous. (It is not a laser.) It is lit 
while a dishwasher cycle is running and goes out when the cycle ends. 

I J j If after the start of the cycle fault codes are displayed in the multi-dis- 
play and/or acoustic fault codes can be heard, please read the section 
"What to do, if ..." 

Changing/interrupting/cancelling a dishwasher cycle 

I J j Only change or interrupt a dishwashing cycle that is in progress if it is 
absolutely necessary. After the appliance is closed again, the air that 
has entered is heated up to a high degree and expands. This can allow 
water into the bottom reservoir and may trigger the anti-flood system. 

Changing a dishwasher cycle 

I J j If you want to change the dishwasher cycle before closing the dish- 
washer door, briefly press the button for the new dishwasher cycle. 

If you want to change the dishwasher cycle after the cycle has started, 
proceed as follows: 
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Hot steam may escape when the dishwasher door is opened. There is a 
risk of scalding. Therefore: 

1 . Open the dishwasher door carefully. 

The dishwasher cycle will stop. 


2. Press the button for the new dishwasher cycle and hold It down. 

Then the Indicator for the current cycle will flash. 

After a few seconds just the Indicator for the new dishwasher cycle will 
be lit. 


3. Release the programme button. 

4. Close the dishwasher door. 

The newly selected dishwasher cycle begins from the start. 


Interrupting the dishwasher eyele by opening the dishwasher door 

1 . Open the dishwasher door. 

The dishwasher cycle will stop. 

2. Close the dishwasher door. 

The dishwasher cycle will continue. 


Cancelling a dishwasher cycle 

1 . Open the dishwasher door. 

2. Press function buttons 2 and 3 and keep them pressed down for about 
1 second. 

The LED Indicators of all the buttons on the control panel that can now 
be selected light up. 

3. Release the function buttons. 

The dishwasher cycle has been cancelled. 

4. Switch off the dishwasher using the ON/OFF button. 


Setting or changing the start delay 

Using the start delay timer you can adjust when within the next 19 
hours the dishwashing cycle Is to begin. 

Setting the start delay: 

1 . Open the door of the dishwasher. 

2. Press the ON/OFF button. 

The LED Indicators for all the buttons In the control panel that are now 
able to be selected will become Illuminated. 

3. Continue pressing the DELAY TIMER button until the number of hours 
of delay until the dishwashing cycle Is to start Is flashing In the multi- 
display. 
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4. Press the button for the desired dishwashing eyele. 

The length of the seleeted dishwashing eyele will flash for a moment In 
the multi-display, and then the seleeted starting time will be displayed 
again. 

5. Close the door. 

The dishwashing eyele will start automatleally following a eountdown 
of the hours set. 

Changing the start delay: 

As long as the dishwashing eyele has not started, you ean still ehange 
the start delay set by pressing the DELAY TIMER button. 

Caneelling the start delay: 

As long as the dishwashing eyele has not started you are still able to 
eaneel the start delay. Continue pressing the START DELAY button 
until the length of the seleeted eyele appears In the multi-display. The 
seleeted dishwashing eyele will begin Immediately after the dishwasher 
door has been elosed. 

Changing the dishwashing cycle after the start delay has been set: 

As long as the dishwashing eyele has not started, you are still able to 
ehange the start delay set by pressing a eyele button. 

1 . Press the button for the new dishwashing eyele and hold It down. 

First, the Indleator for the dishwashing eyele that has just been seleeted 
will flash. 

After several seeonds only the Indleator for the new dishwashing eyele 
will be flashing.

Load Sensing - Sensor Logie 

If a wash programme Is started even though there are only a few dishes 
In the upper and/or lower raek, an Intelligent eleetronie system adjusts 
the amount of water and the duration of the wash programme to the 
number of dishes. By this means It Is possible to wash only a few dishes 
quiekly and eeonomleally. At half load (6 plaee settings), up to 2 litres 
of water and 0.2 kWh of eleetrlelty are saved. 
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Switching off the dishwasher 

When the dishwasher eyele has ended, the dot shaped light signal on 
the floor below the door of the appllanee goes out 

If the aeoustle signal Is aetivated, at the end of the dishwasher eyele a 
15 seeond long eontinuous aeoustle signal Is heard. 


Hot steam may eseape If the door Is opened Immediately after the end 
of the eyele. Therefore: 

1 . Open the door earefully. 


2. Switeh off the dishwasher using the ON/OFF button. 

All display Indleators will go out 

If the dishwasher Is not switehed off, then the aeoustle signal Is 
repeated after 3 minutes and after 6 minutes. 


Removing the dishes 


• Hot dishes are sensitive to knoeks. Therefore leave the dishes to eool 
before removing them. 

• Leave the dishes In the dishwasher for approx, another 15 minutes 
after the end of the eyele for a better drying result and to allow them 
eool down. 

• Empty the lower basket first, then the upper basket. This way you 
avoid dripping any water remaining In the upper basket onto dishes 
In the lower basket and leaving water stains. 


Care and Cleaning 



Do not under any elreumstanees use furniture eare produets or aggres¬ 
sive eleaners. 


• If neeessary, elean the eontrols only with a soft eloth and pure warm 
water. 


• Oeeaslonally eheek the Internal eontalners, door seal, and water Inlet 
for soiling, elean If neeessary. 
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Cleaning the Filter 


The filters in the base of the washing eompartment are to a large 
extent self-eleaning.

Installing the Dishwasher 

• The dishwasher must be installed on a firm floor and adjusted to 
ensure that it is stable and level. 

• To eompensate for unevenness in the 
floor and to mateh the height of the 
applianee to that of surrounding units ^ 
extend the threaded feet by unserew- \ 
ing: 

- use a serewdriver. 

• For built-in, integrated and fully inte¬ 
grated dishwashers, the rear feet 
should be adjusted from the front of 
the applianee using a serewdriver. 

• The drain hose, inlet hose and mains 
eable must not be kinked or erushed 
when the dishwasher is in position. 

• In addition, the dishwasher must be firmly serewed to the work sur- 
faee or to the neighbouring units. This is essential to ensure the dish¬ 
washer does not tip.

Connect the inlet hose 





The water inlet hose must not be kinked, erushed or entangled when it 
is being eonneeted up. 

Conneet the threaded hose fitting (ISO 228-1:2000) on the water inlet 
hose to a tap with an external thread (% ineh). The inlet hose is 
equipped either with a plastie or with a metal eonneetion nut: 

- Tighten plastic hose eonneetion nuts by hand only. 

- Metal hose eonneetion nuts must be tightened using an 
appropriate tool. Finally, visually check that it is water-tight (ensure 
that the tap is not dripping). 


• In order that access to the tap in the kitchen is not limited by the use 
of the dishwasher, we recommend the installation of an additional 
tap, or fitting a two way adapter to the existing tap. 

• If you need a longer water inlet hose than that supplied, VDE 
approved complete hose sets are to be used. These are available from 
your local Service Force Centre. 
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I j j The following section is only applicable to dishwashers that have a 
safety valve on the threaded hose fitting for the tap: 

Water inlet hose with safety valve 

After connecting the double-walled water inlet hose, the safety valve is 
next to the tap. Therefore the water inlet hose is only under pressure 
while the water is running. If the water inlet hose starts to leak during 
this operation, the safety valve cuts off the running water and the 
draining pump in the dishwasher is switched on. 

/j\ Please take eare when installing the water inlet hose: 

- The electrical cable for the safety valve is in the double-walled water 
inlet hose. Do not immerse the water inlet hose or the safety valve in 
water. 

- It the water inlet hose or the safety valve is damaged, remove the 
mains plug immediately.

The internal diameter of the exten¬ 
sion hoses must be 19 mm to 
ensure that the funetion of the 
applianee is not impeded.

Sink outlet connection

If the dishwasher is fitted at a high position 

If the dishwasher is installed at a high level, and the drainhose eonnee¬ 
tion is less than 30 em from the bottom of the applianee, adapter kit 
ET 111099520 must be fitted. This is available from Customer Serviee. 

Water drain into wash basins (only possible with free-standing 
appliances) 

In the ease that you wish to hang the drain hose in a wash basin, use a 
detaehable hose elbow. You ean obtain this from AEG eustomer serviee 
under spare part number ET 646 069 190. 

1. Eit the elbow to the drain hose. 

2. Seeure the drain hose against sliding off the edge of the wash basin. 
Pass a pieee of eord through the hose elbow and fix it to the wall or the 
tap.

Leak prevention system 

To avoid damage caused by water leakage, the dishwasher is equipped 
with a leak prevention system. 

In the event of a fault, the safety valve in the appliance immediately 
interrupts the inflow of water and the drain pump is activated. In this 
way water can neither escape nor overflow. Any remaining water in the 
appliance is automatically pumped out. 

In the event of a fault when the appliance is switched on, a buzzing 
tone can also be heard. 


Electrical connection 


In compliance with electric company technical requirements for mains 
connections, hard-wired connections to the mains may only be made 
by approved electri-cians. 


When connecting the appliance, observe the German VDE regulations 
and, if applicable, any additional conditions required by your local elec¬ 
tricity supplier. Following installation, live parts and live insulated wir¬ 
ing must not be accessible using a finger test in accordance with EN 
60335/DIN VDE 0700. 


Information on the electrical connection can be found on the rating 
plate on the right side of the inner edge of the dishwasher door. If the 
appliance has a change-over switch, the additional instructions on the 
change-over diagram in the mains connector box must be observed. 

Prior to connecting ensure that the mains voltage and current rating at 
the site of installation match the nominal voltage and current rating 
given on the rating plate. The required fuse protection is also to be 
found on the rating plate. 

To isolate the dishwasher from the mains, remove the mains plug. 
Important: The plug must still be accessible after the appliance has 
been installed. 

If the appliance is hard-wired to the mains supply, then it must be 
safely isolated from the mains within the electrical installation with 
switches intended to ensure all-pole(N,L1) disconnection, shall be 
directly connected to the supply terminals and shall have a contact 
separation (fuses, cut outs, current trips or similar) of at least 3mm in 
each pole.

Connections 

The water inlet and drain hoses, as well as the mains eable must be 
eonneeted beside the dishwasher as there is insuffieient spaee behind 
the applianee. 

The plumbing and eleetrieal installation example given below ean only 
be regarded as a reeommendation; the aetual situation where the dish¬ 
washer is to be installed will define the exaet installation (available 
eonneetions, loeal eleetrieity and water board regulations for eonneet- 
ing up applianees, ete.).
